Judith coming home after pirates ordeal 


JOY and relief have greeted 
the news that a British 
woman kidnapped in 
Kenya more than six 
months ago has been 
released by Somali pirates. 

Judith Tebbutt, 56, was 
taken prisoner last September 
from an exclusive resort 
island on the Kenyan coast 
by gunmen who had 
murdered her husband 
David, 58, who grew up 
in Haverhill.

Road, Haverhill, was not aware of 
Mrs Tebbutt’s release until contacted 
by the Weekly News yesterday. He 
stayed in contact with the Tebbutts 
when they moved to Hertfordshire, 
where they lived with son Oliver, and 
has kept in touch with David’s older 
brother Paul since events last 
September. 

He said: “It is fantastic news. I am 
obviously overjoyed for Oily and all 
the family. It is great news it has been 
a tough time for them. 

“I have spoken to Paul on a 
number of occasions and although 
they had feared she might be dead, 
they always kept the hope that she 


was still alive. 

“They had not heard anything. The 
British authorities would not 
negotiate with these people and did 
not want to give them any publicity. 

“It is going to be hard for Oily and 
Jude without David and you don’t 
know what effect it could have had 
on her being held prisoner for all that 
time. I am sure everyone in Haverhill 
who knew them both will be really 
happy that she is alive and free.” 

Mrs Tebbutt confessed to “very 
hard psychological moments” during 
her captivity. 

After her release yesterday 
morning, the 56-year-old Bishop’s 
Stortford mother of one said: “I’m 
very relieved to have been released.

PRIMARY school pupils got some 
flag-waving practice in on Monday 
when they helped launch the route 
the Olympic Torch will take as it 
passes through their town. 

The children at Burton End 
Primary in Haverhill joined mayor 
Maureen Byrne and town councillor 
Roger Andre in confirming the 
street-level route and Torchbearer 
places in Haverhill, through which 
the flame will be carried during the 
London 2012 Olympic Torch Relay. 

Paralympian wheelchair 
basketball player Caroline Maclean 
is one of a team of 11 people chosen 
to carry the torch through the town. 

Caroline, 36, who will be part of 
the British team for the fourth time, 


will carry the torch in her home 
town. Doing the same will be 13- 
year-old Isabelle Gower, who along 
with her family and friends has 
raised thousands of pounds for 
charity since her sister Jessica died 
from bone cancer in December 2010 
when she was just 14. 

Others carrying the flame through 
Haverhill are Keren Goff, 32, from 
Cambridge; Ryan Tutthill, 15, from 
Bury St Edmunds; Claire Scarff, 44, 
from Thetford; Dingfeng Liang, 41, 
from Shenyang City; Elodie Lafosse, 
17, from Colchester; Holly Lambert, 


12, from Waltham Abbey; Keith 
Church, 45, from Banbury; Stacey 
Johnson, 20, from Hertfordshire and 
Xiaodong Du, 42, from Daqing 
Heilongjiang in China. 

Cllr Byrne said: “It is going to be 
tremendous and I am sure our 
community is going to be out on the 
streets and so proud that the torch is 
coming through Haverhill. It is going 
to put our town on the map as a 
great place to live and work. It also 
gives our business community a 
great opportunity to promote 
themselves.” 


Faye Tussler, head teacher at 
Burton End, said: “We are very 
excited about it. We will be opening 
the school on the Saturday and our 
staff are very enthusiastic and have 
already volunteered to come in. It is 
very inspiring and a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity for the children.” 

The route of the torch through 
Haverhill on Saturday, July 7 is as 
follows: it arrives 2.39pm at Burton 
End, then follows Camps Road, 
Market Hill, High Street, Hamlet 
Road, Mount Road, A143 
Ehringhausen Way, Lord’s Croft 


Lane, Wratting Road, then Ann 
Suckling Road. 

The torch then moves on to arrive 
in Newmarket at 5.29pm. 

Matthew Hancock MP wrote to 
relay organisers seeking to ensure 
Caroline’s part in the relay would be 
through Haverhill. 

He said: “I am delighted that the 
Olympic authorities have acted with 
such good sense to ensure Caroline 
Maclean can carry the Torch through 
Haverhill. Caroline is the town’s 
Olympian, and this decision will be a 
boost for Caroline and the whole 
town. The torch’s trip through 
Haverhill is recognition that this is a 
town on the up, and I’m sure it’s a 
day everyone is looking forward to.” 


Three vehicles

“Seven months is a long time, and 
under the circumstances with my 
husband passing away . . . made it 
harder.” 

It is believed Oliver - a 25-year-old 
bespoke furniture maker - and the rest 
of her family raised a ransom, which 
was air-dropped to her captors, after 
her freedom was brokered by a private 
security firm. 

Mrs Tebbutt, a social worker at 
Kneesworth House psychiatric hospital 
near Royston, said as she savoured the 
end of her ordeal: “I’m looking forward 
to seeing my son, who successfully 
secured my release. I don’t know how 
he did it, but he did, which is great.” 

Her terror began on Sunday, 
September 11 last year. She and her 58- 
year-old husband - a finance director 
with publisher Faber and Faber - had 
transferred to the Kiwayu Safari Village, 
near the border with Somalia, after 
enjoying a break in Kenya’s Masai Mara 
game reserve. They were the only 
guests at the resort. 

During a night-time attack, it is 
believed Mr Tebbutt was shot as he 


tried to protect his deaf wife from their 
armed attackers. 

The gunmen then forced terrified 
ludith into a speedboat - but she only 
learned of his passing later from Oliver. 

She said: “I didn’t know he’d died till 
about two weeks after my capture. I just 
assumed he was alive, but then my son 
told me... that was difficult.” 

Mrs Tebbutt was taken inland by her 
kidnappers as her family and the 
British Government tried to negotiate 
her freedom amid a publicity blackout. 

She said just before her release that 
she was not mistreated during her 
incarceration: “I’m looking forward to 
seeing my son and my family, and I’m 
going home. 

“I feel fine. I’ve had absolutely no 
torture whatsoever. In fact, I’ve been 
made to feel as comfortable as possible 
by the pirates that are holding me.” 

Mrs Tebbutt was expected to be 
flown to Nairobi, before returning to 
the UK. 

Prayers were said at Haverhill’s 
parish church last September in 
memory of Mr Tebbutt and for the safe 
return of his Mrs Tebbutt.

Shopping choice 
‘gets 3 out of 10’

SHOPPERS have delivered a 
damming verdict on Haverhill's 
town centre - and councillors are 
bidding to get Queen of Shops 
Mary Portas involved to give it a 
boost. 

Retail expert Debbie Kemp said 
although shoppers rated the range of 
shops in Haverhill as only 3 out of 10, she 
felt the town had great potential and if 
one major retail chain could be 
persuaded to open in its High Street, 
others would follow 

Members of St Edmundsbury Borough 
council’s Haverhill Area working Party 
received the results of a shoppers’ survey 
carried out by Kent Business School on 
phase one of their Destination Haverhill 
project to revive the town centre. 

The first phase had been a shopping 
habits survey which received 538 
responses and showed huge gaps in the 
town’s offering for clothing, toys, music, 
games and sportswear. A massive 76 per 
cent of shoppers thought the town 
needed a better range of shops and 
many also complained that it had too 
many betting shops and charity shops. 

Ms Kemp, who spent many years 
working for Marks & Spencer, said: 
“Haverhill has a lot of positive attributes; 
it has great accessibility and there are 
parking spaces. Success breeds success 
and it would only take one big store like 
Next to come and others would follow. 
People don’t just want cheap goods, they 
want better quality, mid-priced items. 
There is a huge opportunity, because 
there are so many things you are unable 
to buy here at the moment. 

“You have to stem the decline first. 
Private landlords are in control and must 
be encouraged not to just take the first 
betting shop that comes along as that 
won’t add anything to the footfall.” 

Andrea Mayley of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, who has also been 
working on the project, said: “One of the 
things we have been trying to do is to 
track down private landlords. The 
hardest thing is getting them to engage, 
because they are just not interested.” 
The council owns the large vacant 
former Co-op store in Jubilee Walk and 
Ms Mayley said it was contacting major 
retailers to try to persuade them to take 
on the building. 

Colin Richards said he had been a 
retailer in Haverhill for almost 40 years 
and felt the town lacked the vibrancy is 
used to have. He said: “A lot of it is that 
people don’t know where they can drive 
or where they can park - there is a lot of 
confusion.” 

Cllr Paul McManus said he believed 
high rents and business rates were 
‘strangling’ the town’s businesses. 

Cllr Anne Gower Cllr Gower agreed the 
high street was struggling. She said: “The 
alleyways from the car parks are not 
attractive, but they are within private 
ownership and there is a big issue about 
private landlords.” 

Cllr Tim Marks said: “We need to take 
control of what is happening in our 
town, but we seem to be powerless to do 
so.” 

Members were told that as part of the 
second phase of the project, Haverhill 
would be bidding to become one of 12 
towns taking part in a pilot scheme in 
which shops guru Mary Portas would 
look at what could be done to improve 
their high streets. 

There would also be work with the 
current independent retailers, to give 
them “master-classes” and get them to 
“up their game”. 


Plans to ban traffic from 
town centre are dropped

PLANS to ban traffic from the town 
centre have come to a halt after 
the current scheme was dropped 
in the face of strong opposition and 
a “Plan B” soundly rejected by 
councillors. 

Members of the Haverhill Area 
Working Party agreed after a 
lengthy debate to go ahead with 
repaving and enhancement work 
as part of a £750,000 
improvement scheme for Haverhill 
High Street, but not to proceed 
with traffic orders which would 
have banned all traffic between 
10am and 4pm. An alternative plan 
put forward by officers to allow 
delivery vehicles and Blue Badge- 
holders to drive down Jubilee Walk 
attracted no support. 

Luke Barber of Suffolk County 
Council’s Highways design team 
said they had received 108 
responses to their consultation on 
the scheme and only 33 per cent of 
these were in favour of full 
pedestrianisation of the High Street. 
There was a considerable risk, as 
18 objections raised could not be 
overcome, that the scheme might 
not be approved at a public inquiry. 

An alterative scheme had been 
created to avoid traffic using the 
High Street as a ‘rat-run’ by 
preventing cars going beyond 
Jubilee Walk, which would become 
a shared space for pedestrians 
and cars, so that delivery vehicles 
and Blue Badge-holders could use 


it as an exit route. 

Cllr Anne Gower said money 
had been spent upgrading Jubilee 
Walk recently and she would find it 
difficult to justify the cost of ripping 
it up again. She said: “I don’t think 
it is a time to be digging up the 
High Street when we are trying to 
get more people into the town. I 
don’t see how Plan B helps the 
problem of people parking in the 
high street. Whatever scheme we 
have, what it needs is 
enforcement. “ 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said she 
was amazed at the result of the 
consultation. She said: “If I speak 
to people in my ward, 90 per cent 
of them would want 
pedestrianisation because it is 
safe. They know when they can 
cross the road and when they can’t. 
There is no-one who feels more 
strongly than I do that we need 
strong businesses in the high 
street, but this needs compromise. 
Some businesses have fantastic 
rear access and I see know reason 
why it could not be used by 
others.” 

Mark Chapman of Chapman and 
Son said building work at the 
moment would be a “disaster”. He 
said: “Last time the street was dug 
up, we lost 30 per cent of our trade 
every day for months. You did not 
even get 50 people who wanted 
pedestrianisation, people want to 
be able to park outside a shop.” 


Businesses were 

HAVERHILL Chamber of Commerce 
officially objected to plans to 
pedestrianise parts of the town 
centre after more than 40 retailers 
signed a letter against the proposals. 

The Chamber, which exists to 
represent the voice of Haverhill’s 
business community, said in a 
statement it was believed that the 
plans would seriously impact on the 
retailers of the town, who were 
already challenged by the current 
economic climate. 

The Chamber gathered together a 
group, which included most of the 
traders and businesses on the high 
street (both members and non¬ 
members), who were affected by the 
proposal and wrote to Suffolk County 


against scheme 

Council on their behalf. More than 40 
traders and businesses signed the 
letter. 

Sarah Howard, Chairman of 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “We broadly agree that the 
current excessive use of the high 
street by cars cannot carry on. 
However, many businesses could not 
operate effectively with complete lack 
of access. We have several very 
workable suggestions to put to the 
county council and have invited them 
to meet with us to discuss them.”

SIGNS of a possible Roman or 
Iron Age settlement could delay 
Haverhill Research Park and add 
more than £200,000 to the 
project’s cost. 

Planning consent has already been 
granted for the site at Hanchett End as well 
as a pub, a creche and 150 houses. 

But five trenches dug on the site have 
revealed fragments of pottery and post 
holes which could be from gates or fences 
around a homestead - and archaeologists 
have said they want further investigation 
carried out on about half of the site. 

Nic Rumsey, a director of Carisbrooke 
Investments, which is developing the 30- 
acre site, gave an update on its progress to 
member of the bestofhaverhill group. 

He said he plans to be on site by fune, 
starting work to provide roads and 
infrastructure, which would be completed 
by fanuary next year. 

Mr Rumsey added: “We made a viability 
argument for the scheme, which is why we 
got permission for the higher-value uses 
like the pub and the houses. 

“I don’t know where I am going to get the 
money from for this - I am as keen on 
history as anyone and I do understand 
why this is happening but I hope there is 
going to be some flexibility so that the 
Research Park can go ahead.

Jail term begins 
for child abuser 


A MAN who assaulted a 
vulnerable five-year-old 
boy left in his care has been 
jailed. 

Daniel Batt, 30, left the boy’s 
buttocks covered in bruises after 
losing his temper, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Monday. 

Batt, of Lower North Street, 
Hundon, was sentenced to 16 
months for assault causing actual 
bodily harm and a further two 
months for breaching a restraining 
order. 

He had pleaded guilty to both 
offences. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp told 
the court heard that on the 
evening of July 7 last year, Batt had 
been left in charge of the boy. The 
following morning, while dressing 


the boy for school, his mother 
noticed the bruises. 

Initially the she had feared the 
marks were a symptom of 
meningitis. But after taking him to 
a doctor she was told it was 
bruising caused by blows delivered 
with “significant force”. 

Because of the boy’s problems 
with communication, it only 
became clear what had happened 
when the youngster was able to 
act out the incident for a social 
worker and a doctor. 

After being arrested, Batt 
declined to answer police 
questions. While inquiries into the 
assault were continuing, he 
arrived at the woman’s home 
despite being banned from doing 
so by a restraining order. 

The woman managed to shut 


the door before Batt could get 
inside and he ran off. The 
restraining order had been 
imposed by magistrates last 
September for a public order 
incident involving Batt. 

In a letter read to the court by 
defence barrister Richard Potts, 
Batt expressed his remorse for the 
offences and apologised to the 
woman. 

Batt said: “I feel I let her down 
that day. I know she was upset and 
I wanted to say sorry.” 

Since the incidents Batt, who 
has problems with his temper, has 
contacted a counsellor has been 
been attending sessions. 

Judge Rupert Overbury told Batt 
that his victim was a “particularly 
vulnerable child” and the incident 
was also a gross breach of trust.

Addenbrooke’s nurses are travelling 
to GP surgeries to administer 
chemotherapy and other supportive 
treatments. 

St Clements in Haverhill and East 
Barnwell Health Centre in Cambridge 
are the first doctors’ surgeries to 
participate, on Tuesdays and Fridays 
respectively. 

The new service has been well- 
received by patients and it is hoped that 
other locations can be added during the 
year. 

Rita Bateman from Haverhill, who 
was the new service’s first patient, said: 
“It’s just wonderful to be able to receive 
my treatment just round the corner 


rather than having to come into 
hospital. 

“It is very welcoming and relaxing 
and I’m really well looked after. It’s just 
fantastic.” 

Dr Pippa Corrie, consultant medical 
oncologist in charge of the Cancer 
Outreach project, said: “Our trial 
showed that patients were generally 
happy with their treatment, whether 
delivered in the hospital or the 
community. 

“More patients would choose to 
receive treatment in the community, 
nearer to where they live, however, if 
they had the choice in the future. 

“We hope the convenience of 
community treatment contributes to 
improving patients overall quality of 
life.” 

Anyone receiving cancer treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s who would like to take 
advantage of this new service can talk 
to their medical team who will be 
happy to provide them with more 
information.

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F or Claire 
Daniels, 
Mother's Day 
was nothing short of 
a miracle. She didn't 
need flowers or 
chocolates to make 
it a day to remember 
- she had already 
got the best present 
she could wish for in 
the form of her four- 
month-old son. 

“Here he is, this is 
Jackson James,” beams 
Claire, cradling a 
gorgeous little boy 
sporting trendy jeans, 
stripy socks and a 
natural Mohican. 

And when you hear 
how Jackson came to be 
in his mum’s arms, you 
can’t help thinking that, 
if anyone deserves some 
good fortune, it's this 
pretty 23-year-old. 

It started with a cough, 
then a pain in her throat, 
followed by the 
discovery of a lump 
which made her neck 
swell until it was as wide 
as her face. 

Claire was just 19 
when she was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma - an 
aggressive cancer of the 
white blood cells - while 
in her second year 
studying biology at 
Warwick University, in 
2006. 

Doctors told the 
devastated student that, 
although it was treatable,

she might not survive. 
And if she did, there was 
a 99.9 per cent chance 
the treatment would 
make her unable to 
conceive naturally. 

Undeterred, Claire 
endured eight gruelling 
months of 
chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy before 
undergoing a 
groundbreaking stem 
cell transplant in April, 
2007. 

That October, a year 
later than planned, 

Claire returned to 
university and graduated 
with a 2:1 honours 
degree in biological 
sciences. 

She felt triumphant - 
especially as, a month 
after her diagnosis, a 
certain Stephen Lambert 
had arrived in her life. 

In April last year the 
couple, who had moved 
to Cambridge in 2010 to 
take up new jobs, got 
engaged. But at the back 
of her mind, Claire felt a 
deep sadness that she 
would never have 
children naturally. And 
then... 

“A month after he 
proposed to me, I 
realised I was pregnant,” 
says Claire, hugging 
Jackson closer. “I can’t 
tell you the absolute 
state of shock I was in. 
Suddenly, I had beaten 


the cancer they told me I 
wouldn’t beat, and was 
having the baby I wasn’t 
supposed to be able to 
have.” 

When we last spoke to 
Claire in September, she 
said she felt like “the 
luckiest girl in the 
world”. 

But, as it turned out, it 
was far from the end of 
the story. First-time 
mums never know what 
to expect, so when Claire 
started experiencing 
shortness of breath last 
autumn, she brushed 
them aside. But the 
symptoms gradually got 
worse. 

“It got to the point 
where I couldn’t walk up 
stairs, but I assumed it 
was just my pregnancy,” 
she recalls. 

“When I started to 
have to take lifts, work 
signed me off 
immediately and I went 
to the doctor. 

“I sat there during the 
scan and expected them 
to say ‘yup, everything is 
fine, see you when you 
give birth’. Instead they 
went a bit quiet. 

“They said I had a 
resting heartbeat of 120 
beats per minute. It was 
like I was running a 
marathon - except I was 
lying down.” 

Claire’s fight against 
cancer had left her body 
so weak she was in 
minor heart failure, and 
her chest was flooding 
with excessive fluid that

would choke her if she 
lay down to sleep. 

She was, she admits, 
furious. 

“I was unbelievably 
angry. When I got 
pregnant I felt like I had 
said ‘Ha -1 won!’ to the 
cancer. Now it felt all too 
like it was saying back, 
‘no you haven’t’. 

“I didn’t want it to ruin 
my dream of being a 
mum.” 

So on Tuesday, 
November 1, Claire 
checked into the Rosie at 
Addenbrooke’s. Four 
days later, at just 35 
weeks, she was induced 
and went into a 
marathon 54-hour 
labour. 


“It was an ordeal,” she 
shrugs matter-of-factly of 
what was clearly a very 
traumatic birth. 

“It was very technical. I 
was checked constantly 
24 hours a day. 

“It was long, very long 
-1 watched the whole 
series of Downton 
Abbey,” she adds with a 
mischievous grin. 
“Because the fluid was so 
bad, I couldn’t speak by 
this point. 

“I like to think I don’t 
do things by half...” 
Weighing 51b 
12oz, Jackson 
James eventually 
arrived on 
Sunday, 
November 6. 
Now, in the 
family’s cosy 
living room 
in 

Cambridge, 
the woman 
who never 
thought she 
would be a 
mummy 
swings her 
son around 
blows 
raspberries, 
waiting for a 
besotted daddy to 
get home from work. 

And in seven weeks’ 
time the pair will walk 
down the aisle in her 
home town of 
Manchester. 

“I’ve got the dress, it’s

all planned, although 
something tells me I 
won’t be the star of the 
show,” she smiles, 
casting an adoring look 
at her son. 

And the final hurdle is 
just round the corner: in 
August, Claire will attend 
the last medical 
appointment in the five- 
year waiting game to 
confirm she has beaten 
her cancer. 

With that in mind, and 
so much to be thankful 
for, the Cancer Research 
UK employee - who 
sounded the horn to start 
last year's Cambridge 
Race For Life - will once 
again be joining 
thousands of other 
runners at the charity 
fundraiser on July 1. 

She’ll be accompanied by 
her mum and 
grandmother - but 
minus a certain small 
person. 

“This time you might 
have to watch with 
daddy,” she mumbles 
into Jackson’s hair. “Girls 
only.” 

“After the cancer I 
didn’t think I would get a 
Mother’s Day,” says 
Claire. 

“It feels so amazing to 
be a mum. I know that if I 
couldn’t conceive I would 
have found a way to be 
happy. But Jackson is a 
miracle - we tell him so 
every day.”

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Prison warning 
for arson man 

Offender with mental health issues set fire to bed

A MAN with mental 
health problems has been 
warned he could face jail 
after admitting arson. 

David Sayer, 43, appeared 
before Bury St Edmunds magis¬ 
trates on March 15, when he 
admitted setting fire to the edge 
of his bed at a single-storey 
property at Strasbourg Square, 
Haverhill, last November. 

Magistrates adjourned his 
case for three weeks for pre¬ 
sentence reports. 

Wayne Abblett, prosecuting, 
told the court that the police 
and fire service were called at 
9.44am to the property, which 
was close to a children’s day 
nursery. 

They found a fire had started 
at the edge of the bed and 
spread to other items in the 
room until the whole property 
was filled with smoke. 

No-one was inside the

premises at the time of the 
blaze, which was put out by the 
fire service. 

About £2,000 smoke damage 
caused to the property, owned 
by Havebury Housing. 

When interviewed by police, 
Sayer made full admissions but 
said he suffered from mental 
health problems and did not 
know why he started the fire. 


Kevin McCarthy, defending, 
said his client was of previous 
good character. He added: “He is 
a man with mental health 
difficulties. He has a moderate 
to low learning disability and a 
borderline personality disorder. 

“He is not currently receiving 
any contact with mental health 
services but sees his GP for anti¬ 
psychotic medication. I am 
asking for pre-sentence reports 
to be produced and I will also be 
commissioning psychiatric 
reports.” 

Susan Feary, chairman of the 
magistrates, called for reports to 
be prepared on Sayer and told 
him: “This is a very serious 
offence for which custody is our 
starting point. You must be 
aware of that before these 
reports are prepared.” 

Police issued a missing 
persons alert for Sayer last 
December after he vanished 
from a bed and breakfast in 
Haverhill where he had been 
staying. He was found safe and 
well in Bury St Edmunds three 
days later.

DESPITE battling life- 
threatening illnesses his 
whole life, Kurt Hatfield 
has defied doctors’ 
expectations - and 
celebrated his 21st 
birthday. 

Kurt, who received a life¬ 
saving bone marrow tran¬ 
splant in 2005 at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in 
2005, is still under constant 
medical care but is in his best 
ever health. 

For mum Elaine, dad 
Graham, brother Clarke, 24, 
and sister fade, 28, of Rowell 
Close, Haverhill, it was a 
landmark birthday they had 
never dared hope he would 
celebrate. 

They enjoyed a Hollywood- 
themed party and Kurt was 
awarded a special Oscar. 

Kurt suffers from the rare 
blood disorder congenital 
neutropenia, which pre¬ 
viously claimed the life of his 
older brother Craig and also 
affects younger brother Clarke 
to a lesser extent. 

The disorder means his 
body does not produce 
enough white blood cells,

which surround and destroy 
bacteria. As as a result, he has 
endured long periods in 
hospital, including a nine- 
month stay in 2003. 

His parents were told on 
four occasions that he was not 
expected to live and he has 
survived 10 major operations, 
regularly taking 42 tablets a 
day up to two years ago. 

He also has a second life- 
threatening condition - 
vasculitis, which causes blood 
vessels to become inflamed in 
his bowel. 

Mum Elaine said: “I would 
just like to thank everyone in 
Haverhill for helping and 
supporting us for all these 
years. 

“It is 31 years since I started 
looking after sick children and 
the town has always been 
brilliant. They sent us to 
Disneyland after were told he 
only had six months to live 
when he was two. 

“Then, when he was 9, we 
were told he was not expected 
to live and again when he was 
13 and went to Great Ormond 
Street for the bone marrow 
transplant, without which he 
would not be here today. 

“At the moment he is 
absolutely fine and looks so 
different to how he was 
before. In 2007 the old bone 
started to reject the new bone 
and he was on massive doses 
of steroids and really 
ballooned out. 

“He is still being followed by 
Great Ormond Street and we 
have been told that as a family 
we are unique, because no- 
one else has the same genetic 
neutropenia. 

“I worked at the Rosie for 9 
years. I used to do a nightshift 
and then spend the day there 
with Kurt. He had to spend a 
lot of time in a separate room 
because of the infection risk. 
At one time it was 8 weeks and 
he lost all his hair. 

“He would never have been 
here without the bone marrow 
transplant. 

“We are not allowed to find 
out who the donor is, but we 
have been writing to him.” 


Fingerprints on envelope sealed thief’s downfall 


A THIEF was caught because he 
left two fingerprints on an 
envelope, a court heard. 

Frederick Potter, 29, of Dunsey 
Wood Close, Haverhill, denied 
being responsible for the theft of 
a satellite navigation system 
from a parked car but on 
Tuesday was found guilty by a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court. 

The court heard from pro¬ 
secutor Robert Sadd how fanice 
Chambers had left her silver 


Volkswagen on the driveway of 
her son’s home in Haverhill on 
the evening of August 18 last 
year. 

When Mrs Chambers looked 
out the following morning, she 
saw that papers had been strewn 
around the inside of the car, 
which she then realised she had 
left unlocked. A TomTom satnav 
valued at £100 was missing from 
the glovebox. 

The car was checked and four 


fingerprints were found on an 
envelope, two of which were 
identified as having come from 
Potter. 

After being arrested, Potter 
refused to answer police 
questions and a search of his 
home failed to find the missing 
satnav. 

During his trial, Potter 
declined to give evidence in his 
own defence. Responding to 
questioning by Potter’s barrister 


Michael Attenborough, police 
scientific officer Claire Summers 
said it was not possible to say 
how or where Potter’s finger¬ 
prints had been left on the 
envelope. 

However, Mr Sadd told the 
jury that postmarks on the 
envelope showed an organ¬ 
isation in Liverpool, which had 
sent it. 

Officials there had confirmed 
that the envelope had been sent 


to Mrs Chambers and that they 
employed no-one named Fred¬ 
erick Potter.

substantial and truthful. 

■ How would you describe 
your kind of humour? 

I have a joke in the show about 
the impossibility of describing 
your own humour. I guess mine 
is confessional, anecdotal, 
slightly neurotic, a little bit rude 
and hopefully surprising. 

If you used any one of these 
words I’d be happy really. 


Except anecdotal. If you just 
used ‘anecdotal’, it sounds a bit 
rubbish. The ‘anecdotal’ Brett 
Goldstein. I wouldn’t go see 
him. 

■ Are you looking forward to 
visiting Cambridge? 

I love Cambridge. I had to give 
a talk at the university once and 
it blew my mind. It really is a 
beautiful place. Insanely 
beautiful. Like a fairy tale. Or 
Hogwarts. And I’m used to 
gigging in Bedford, so it’s quite 
the treat. 

■ You were an actor and 
writer before you turned to 
stand-up. Why did you make 
the change? 

Stand-up was the thing I feared 
most. I thought I would try it 
once and not tell anyone. The 
first gig, through sheer 
adrenaline, went well, and I was 
hooked. The next 20 gigs were 
horrendous, but I had the first 
one to remember so I stuck with 
it. 

■ What’s the best thing about 
being a comedian? 

When you think something is 
really weird, and you are 
terrified to say it, and then 
you’re on stage and you think 
ah, f*** it, I’ll say it, and you 
say it and everyone really 
laughs. That is the best feeling. 

It makes you feel like maybe 
you’re not insane. It doesn’t 
always happen. Sometimes you 
say it and they don’t laugh, and 
you think, no, I really am going 
to die alone.

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GARDENING 


Be waterwise this summer 


M ANY gardeners 
may be looking 
outside now and 
thinking ‘what drought?’ 

Saving water is something we 
all need to think about because 
summer will be upon us before 
we know it. 

We use 145 litres of water a 
day, yet we could harvest 
thousands of litres of rainwater 
from our household roof if we 
just took a little time to invest in 
a decent water butt and diverter 
or other container. 

Guy Barter, RHS chief 
horticultural adviser, says: 
“There is a lot gardeners can do 
that does not involve extra 
watering. 

“For example, spiking and 
feeding a lawn in spring will 
help it hold up in dry weather - 
then if it goes brown, it will 
recover even faster when rain 
returns. It’s also a good idea to 
plant hardy plants early to avoid 
the hot weather and let them get 
their roots into the surrounding 
soil to search out moisture. 

“When the warm weather 
arrives, keep any newly- 
purchased plants in pots under 
light shade until the weather 
turns cooler.” 

“Of course, gardeners in 
north England, Scotland, Wales 
and Northern Ireland at the 
moment don’t normally suffer

from bad droughts,” he added, 
“but by following our 
suggestions, they will not only 
be following good gardening 
practice but also will be 
preparing for the occasional 
very dry summers.” 

Soil cultivation is of key 
importance when protecting 
plants in drought conditions. If 
we dig in large amounts of 
compost, well-rotted manure or 
other organic matter now, it will 
not only improve the soil 
structure but will also aid water 
retention. 

The charity advises gardeners 
to plant plants when they are 
still small, so they can develop 
much greater resilience by 
adapting to their conditions 
from a young age. 

Planting as early as possible 
in spring could also be 
beneficial because the sooner 
roots can start exploring the soil 
for water before dry weather 
arrives, the better. 


Mulching after planting can 
help limit water loss from soil 
and promote a good root 
environment, which will help 
the retention of moisture while 
plants establish. 

All new plants should be 
thoroughly watered and kept 
watered in the first season in 
dry periods, to ensure they 
establish well, then they will 
become more drought-tolerant. 

In the last decade, more 
products which help retain 
water have become available, 
such as new and improved water 
butts (check out decorative 
water butts at www.rsankey. 
co.uk), drip feeders and 
automatic irrigation kits, along 
with water-retaining gels and 
drought-busting biochar 
composts (www.carbon 
gold.com ). 

Companies associated with 
substantial water use in the 
garden are recognising the need 
to save water. Hozelock, for 
instance, is working closely 
with Waterwise, an independent 
organisation focused on 
reducing water consumption in 
the UK, to develop gardening 
products that will help 
gardeners reduce the amount of 
water they use. It offers the 
following tips: 

■ If you use a sprinkler, water 
early in the morning or late in 
the evening when evaporation 


rates are at their lowest. 

■ Consider using sprinklers 
with area control options which 
can reduce wastage by ensuring 
that water is only applied where 
it is needed. 

■ Use drip irrigation systems 
which can use up to 90 per cent 
less water than a standard hose 
and gun. 

It’s also worth remembering 
that roof water is chemical-free 
and soft, containing less mineral 
salts and deposits than tap 
water, and so is ideal for crops 
and garden plants. 

Planting drought-tolerant 
plants, reducing our lawn size 
(as the lawn can use an awful lot 
of water to keep it looking good 
in summer) using peat-free 
compost and planting container 
plants in large pots (the more 
compost used, the longer it takes 
to dry out), will all help. 

The RHS also stresses the 
importance of choosing the 
right plant for a particular 
garden soil. 

If a plant is growing in the 
soil most suited to its needs, it 
will be more tolerant of varying 
climatic conditions. 

Take these precautions now 
and if hosepipe bans hit your 
area in the summer, you’ll still 
be able to enjoy the sunshine.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME 



Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

■ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place.

A SMOOTH MOVE. 


WHO TO NOTIFY: 


□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal.

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners.

The figures show that average 
used car values increased in 
February, climbing from £6,040 
to £6,244 - the third highest 
monthly average used car value 
on record at BCA. The £204 rise 
was equivalent to a 3.7 per cent 
improvement, month-on-month, 
while the average value is also 
ahead year on year, by £259 (4.3 
per cent). 

“There is a shortage of good 
quality used cars generally and 
this having a noticeable effect on 
the average price at our auction 
centres” explained Tim Naylor of 
BCA. “The down-turn in new car 
sales which took hold in 2008 
means there are fewer used cars 
coming back into the market.” 

“In addition, many businesses 
and company fleets are holding 
onto their cars for longer, 
undoubtedly because of 


economic pressures and this is 
also affecting supply.” 

According to Naylor, values 
stepped up last September and 
have remained at higher levels 
since then. “In the last six 
months, BCA has reported the 
three highest average monthly 
values on record,” he added. 

He continued: “However, 
buyers remain as choosy as they 
ever were, and used cars need to 
be in good condition to get the 
best price. With money tight for 
many motorists, there is a 
reluctance to purchase a vehicle 
in poor cosmetic condition or 
needing repair because they are 
concerned about the additional 
costs this represents.” 

Naylor concluded: “Used car 
buyers will always expect value 
for money, because buying a car 
represents one of the biggest 
purchase decisions many of us 
make.” 

Meanwhile analysis from 
Glass’s, the valuation expert, has 
revealed that the current 
generation of motorists has 
moved away from the mass- 
market sector with sales of 
’prestige’ car marques such as 
BMW, Mercedes and Audi now 


making up a quarter of all new 
car sales in the UK. 

This is compared to just 10 per 
centof sales 20 years ago, 
suggesting we are increasingly 
becoming a nation of badge 
snobs, happy to pay a premium 
to get the ‘right’ brand of car. 

However, it is not just the 
prestige sector which is capturing 
the imagination of a generation 
of motorists - the ’value’ sector 
has also made huge gains in 
recent years, with market share of 
budget brands such as Skoda and 
Hyundai increasing 400 per cent. 

This sector now makes up 10 
per cent of new car sales - 
compared to just 2 per cent 20 
years ago. 

Adrian Rushmore, Glass’s 
managing editor, explains: “Many 
consumers still have a perception 
that mass market cars aren’t built 
to last in the same way the 
prestige car marques are, despite 
the strides that all manufacturers 
have made in recent years. 

“Added to this, more affordable 
models from prestige brands 
have emerged in recent years 
with Mercedes offering the A- 
Class, Audi offering the A1 and 
BMW offering the 1 Series.” 



The Ford B-Max: Risks reduced. 


THE all-new Ford B-Max will 
reduce the risk of low-speed 
accidents as well as the 
likelihood of injuries, thanks 
to Ford’s low-speed collision 
avoidance system Active City 
Stop. 

Half a million people a year 
are injured in car crashes in 
cities in the UK, France, 
Germany, Italy and Spain 
alone. Of these, one-in-eight 
are hurt in rear-end shunts, 
the type which Active City 
Stop is designed to reduce in 
severity or avoid altogether. 

“Low speed front-to-rear 
collisions are one of the most 
common accidents in urban 
traffic,” said Roland Schaefer, 
safety analyst, Ford of 
Europe. “They can happen at 
traffic lights, intersections, 
roundabouts and other stop- 
start driving situations. You 
don't have to be travelling fast 
to get injured. Even at speeds 
of just 10mph you can suffer 
soft tissue neck injury.” 

First launched on Ford 
Focus last year, Active City 
Stop is now being launched 
on a compact Ford vehicle 
for the first time. It monitors 


traffic ahead and applies the 
brakes if it detects a collision 
with a vehicle in front is 
imminent. In tests the system 
is proven to prevent 
collisions at speeds up to 
lOmph, and reduce the 
severity of impacts at speeds 
as high as 18mph. The 
system was awarded an 
Advanced reward by Euro- 
NCAP in 2011. 

Active City Stop is just one 
way in which Ford's all-new 
B-Max multi-activity vehicle 
is using technologies that 
help avoid the most common 
accidents on congested 


roads and to raise the safety 
bar in the city car sector. 

Other helpful technologies 
on the Ford B-Max include: 
Ford’s Hill Launch Assist 
which stops the car rolling 
back during hill starts or 
when parking on a slope; and 
a rear-view camera, which 
helps the driver to 
manoeuvre in small spaces 
and park in tight spots. 

“These technologies enable 
B-Max to be far greater 
prepared for the demands of 
even the most congested 
city,” said Joerg Beyer, Ford 
vehicle line director.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
